It is 
certainly about tim e to have it thor­ 
oughly understood that the tw o are 
not the sam e thing. 
It seem s easy 
enough to rem em tier tlrnt a mile is only 
about 87 per cent of u knot, the latter 
being 
approxim ately 
<3,082 
feet 
in 
length, while the statute m ile m easures 
5,280 feet. 
Three and one-half miles 
are equal, w ithin a sm all fraction, to 
three knots. 
The result of this differ­ 
ence, of course, is that the speed of a 
vessel iu miles per hour is alw ays con­ 
siderably larger than when stated iu 
knots, and the confusion of the term s 
sometim es gives rise to rather rem ark­ 
able 
claim s 
of 
speed 
perform ance. 
\Vhen a tw enty knot ship, for example, 
is lightly m entioned, it should be re­ 
m embered that tills really m eans a 
little over tw enty-three miles. Sim ilar­ 
ly w ith higher figures, which are often 
glibly enough stated, the difference be­ 
tw een the term s is w orth bearing in 
mind. 
It will help to guard against 
the form ing of ridiculous estim ates of 
a vessel’s capabilities.

The funeral procession of the wed 
to do is preceded by a large, covered 
landau, with glass sides, in which are 
piled the floral offerings, and just be­ 
hind this comes the hearse, draw n by 
four or six black horses, with two men 
on the box in black and silver liveries 
and wearing cocked hats. 
The hearse is a huge affair, open at 
all sides, the top or canopy being sup­ 
ported by four life sized figures of 
Ethiopians, carved out of ebony , and 
it >« surmounted by six huge plumes 
two feet in diameter, made of black 
ostrich feathers. 
The coffin lies on a 
black cloth, with the initials of the 
dead iu full view at the sides, worked 
in silver. 
The cemetery itself is a veritable 
city of the dead, for. instead of hav­ 
ing a mound with a headstone or mon­ 
ument, regular little mortuary chap­ 
els, called “panteones,” are built by 
every lot owner, completely covering 
the plot of ground he holds. 
These are of stone or marble, al>out 
twelve feet high and from five to 
twelve feet square, and they are built 
In rows like city houses and laid out 
in squares like city streets, with broad 
sidewalks and a roadway between. 
Eacb of these “panteones” contains 
an altar of marble, on which are can­ 
dles. flowers, sacred pictures and other 
religious emblems and sy mbols of the 
Catholic church. 
In front of this altar is a large slab 
which when lifted discloses a ladder or 
stairway leading down to a vault, 
which is a whitewashed chamber with 
spaces one above the other in the walls 
of sufficient size to receive a coffin. 
After each space is filled it is sealed 
up with a marble slab, giving the 
name, age and date of death. 
Private vaults will usually hold from 
a dozen to fifteen bodies, but as these 
are expensive the various beneficial so­ 
cieties have erected mortuary chapels 
in which their members can be buried, 
the expense for the individual thus 
being much less. 
Some of these chapels are as big as 
a church, with a vault two stories 


deep and room for 1,500 bodies, 
the 
vaults under these large edifices be­ 
ing finished in marble and entered 
from tlu* interior of the chapel by a 
wide flight of marble steps, the whole 
being well ventilated and lighted. 
For the poorer cla*« -*, who can 
neither afford to erect a “panteone” of 
their own nor belong to one of these 
societies, there is a long peristy le on 
each side of the entrance gateway , 
aud here niches can be rented or 
bought, these niches being about two 
feet square at their outer end, with

N O R W EG IA N LIFE.

While the Swedish people are next- 
door neighbors to the Norwegians, the 
life in the two countries is very differ­ 
ent. This is no doubt the result of the 
phy sical conditions in the two coun­ 
tries— the rocky fiords and snow capped 
hills aud tempestuous torrents of the 
Norwegian coast making a constant 
struggle necessary on the part of the 
dwellers thereon, whereas Sweden has 
more facilities for agricultural success. 
And y et the Norwegian maid is, like 
most y oung girls, gay and happy , and 
the roving blood of her Norse ancestors 
leads her to emigrate to America or 
the British isles, although she general­ 
ly returns to her native land. 
Con­ 
firmation Is the official “growing up” 
of Norwegian y oung people. 
When a 
boy has passed the striet examination 
prepared for him by the priest, he is 
considered of an age to be appren­ 
ticed out and is given presents by his 
admiring family and friends. 
The Norwegian baby when born In 
w inter is kept within doors like a con­ 
servatory product until warm weather, 
but thereafter he is taught to be hardy 
aud independent aud is generally turn­ 
ed over to the mercies of his older 
brothers and sisters. 
The Norwegian women excel in em­ 
broideries, tapestry work and lace, aud 
their handiwork is becoming popular 
In other countries than their own, the 
charming Hardanger work, so fashion­ 
able last winter, l*eing from the neigh­ 
borhood of the fiord of that name in 
Norway . 
The national costume of the peasant 
classes among the women is comprised 
of u white chemisette, an embroidered 
cloth bolero and a 
g a y colored cloth 
skirt, although the poorer classes dress 
more sooerly . Some wear shawls over 
their heads and others black bonnets 
decorated with bugles. 
The Norwegian dinner is not pref­ 
aced by an appetizer, as is that of the 
Swedes, but special dishes are scat­ 
tered over the table and the guests par­ 
take of them when they please. 
Nor­ 
wegian cookery has an Individuality 
quite apart from the Swedish. 
The 
Norwegians are a hardy race, and their 
women are known for their capable 
qualities.

It seems a curious ediueidenee that 
the little skiff which skims the waters 
of the Bosporus Is called a kay ik, or, 
in the French spelling, a caique, a 
word apparently Identical with the 
Eskimo kay ak. 
This kay ik is a gen­ 
uine Turkish word, which must have 
been the property of the undivided 
Turkish race In their primitive seat in 
the neghborhood of Lake Baikal prior 
to the greut separation which took the 
Seljuks 
westward to the Bosporus 
and the Yakuts northward down the 
Lena to the shores of the Arctic ocean. 
We find the word among the Turkish 
trilies of the khanates—kay ak, for in­ 
stance, meaning a ship in the Tshagn- 
taJ of Khiva—aud the Yakuts also took 
it with them in their northward m igra­ 
tion, kay ik meaning a keel boat In 
Yakut. 
The probability seems to be that the 
kay ak, denoting ety mologically a canoe 
of “birch bark,” originated on the 
shores of Iaike Baikal and that the 
Eskimos at the mouth of the I» ena 
borrowed the invention and its name 
from the Yakuts and took it with 
ffiem in their migrations across Bering 
strait to the shores of Greenland.

Nex t Monday County Superintend­ 
ent I. F. Edwards starts on his an- 
ual tour of schools ia Lee county; his 
tour is not continuous but interm it­ 
tent throughout the 
school 
year. 
However, the superintendent is 
a 
busy man, for he visits during the 
nine months one hundred and si*ty- 
eight districts and interviews two 
hundred and fifty teachers concerning 
the conditions of the schools and the 
work of the pupils. This is but a 
part of the work which 
falls to 
the lot 
of 
the 
ex ecutive 
head 
of the county schools, for 
there 
is always the ever-present office work 
which meets the superintendent cn 
his return to the court bouse. 
From 
the superintendent’s 
book s 
it 
is 
learned that thirty schools in different 
parts of the county started^work oa 
last Monday, August 28. This might 
appear to some as an early start in 
the scholastic year; but there were 
two districts that beat this record, 
for they started school on August 7. 
However, the majority of schools con­ 
form to the plans laid downlby Super­ 
intendent Edwards, and start work on 
Monday, September 4: yet two schools,

For the guidance of people who riae 
on the Electric cars in Dix on or Sterl­ 
ing or between tho<e points,! the fol­ 
lowing statement is gtven by the Rail­ 
way Company. 
The regular car far in the city is five 
(5) cents for anyone not provided with 
tick ets. 
Adult tick ets are sold 24 for one 
dollar (11.00). 
Children’s tick ets are sold 40 for one 
dollar ($1.00). 
Twenty (20) for fifty (50c) or ten (10) 
for twenty-five cents (25c) good only 
for chile ren ten years of age or young­ 
er. Children in arms carried free, but- 
if they occupy a seat they must p*y 
fare. 
The conductors, within the 
city are not allowed to accept le^s 
than a five cent (5) fare or a tick et, so 
that children must he supplied with 
tick ets in order to ride at a reduced 
rate. The conductors on the Inter- 
urban cars are allowed to carry child 
ren for half fare outside the city. 
The tick ets are for sale at Walgreen- 
Davis Drug Store aud Rowland Broth­ 
ers’ Drug Store in Dix oi, and at Bick ­ 
ford’s Drug Store and Haiiett 
& Son 
in Sterling 
All 
should remember 
that 
the 
tick ets are good only within the city 
limits of either town. The fare to 
Central Park is ten cents (10c) from 
either town, And the conductors on 
the cars running there are authorized 
to carry children under 10 years of age 
to this place from either town for five 
cents (5c), or a child’s tick et within 
the city and three cents outside the 
city.
